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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a smooth oily cosmetic capable of hiding unevenness of the skin such as 
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the lightness of the skin and preventing dullness of the skin and further having excellent usability.

[Claim 1] The charge for concavo-convex hiding of the skin characterized by doing 10-50 mass % content of 10 - 50 
mass % and volatile silicon oil for spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder of oily makeup.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the charge of oily makeup which can hide the irregularity of the skins, 
such as pore, a wrinkling, and texture, without losing a feeling of bare skin, and a feeling of transparence, and can raise 
the lightness of the whole skin, can prevent the dullness of the skin, moreover gets twisted during spreading, and has a 
smooth feeling [ be / no ** ] of use about the charge of oily makeup which blended spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl 
ester powder and volatile silicon oil by blending spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder and volatile silicon 
oil in more detail. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The conventional charge of oily makeup consists of oil, a wax, and a powder system so 
that it may understand with foundations, there is a limitation in the operating property, and it is a well-known fact for 
clear differentiation to be difficult. Moreover, it depended on covering force which amends pore etc. by embedding 
foundation at parts for concave heights, such as pore of the skin, such as titanium, to the thing which is the important 
function of foundation and "for which the fault of the skin is covered", and the approach of finishing of hiding the 
dullness of an irregular color or the skin was adopted. However, since such foundation conceals the skin and becomes 
impasto, all of the redness of the cheek in original human being's skin or the description of the white skin which was 
transparent will be lost. For this reason, while the voice which asks for a feeling of transparence or a feeling of bare skin 
rather is strong and harnesses its bare skin rather than the covering force recently, the request to the foundation of the 
feeling next to the skin which can hide only a fault is strong. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This invention is because the charge of oily makeup in which only faults, 
such as irregularity of the skins, such as pore, a wrinkling, and texture, and dullness, are hidden, losing neither a feeling 
of bare skin nor a feeling of transparence, but harnessing bare skin is offered by blending spherical polymethacrylic acid 
alkyl ester powder and volatile silicon oil. Moreover, as compared with the charge of emulsification mold makeup, the 
workmanship effectiveness, such as makeup **** to sweat and water, gloss high [ the durability of ** or smoothness ] 
and natural, and a feeling of FOGI, is also excellent gently. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] As a result of inquiring wholeheartedly that this invention persons should solve a 
technical problem in the first half, it found out having a feeling of transparence which is different from the former by 
blending spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder and volatile silicon oil, the high charge of oily makeup of 
pore, a wrinkling, and the texture hiding effectiveness being obtained, getting twisted during spreading moreover, and 
having a smooth feeling [ be / no ** ] of use. 

[0005] That is, with the spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder 10-50 mass %, volatile silicon oil 10-50 
mass % combination, the effectiveness of hiding the irregularity of the skins, such as the pore and the wrinkling which 
were characterized by carrying out, and texture, is high, and this invention is the charge of oily makeup which was 
further excellent in usability. 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the configuration of this invention is explained in full detail. 
[0007] The spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder used for this invention is the polymer or bridge formation 
object of alkyl ester of a methacrylic acid, and methyl ester and ethyl ester are mentioned as alkyl ester. It is a bridge 
formation mold spherical polymethyl methacrylate (Ganz formation shrine GANTSU pearl GMX- 0810, the Matsumoto 
Yushi-Seiyaku microsphere M-306) and a spherical polymethyl methacrylate (Matsumoto Yushi-Seiyaku microsphere 
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M-100) preferably, and mean particle diameter is 3-18 micrometers. These spherical powder can use an unsettled article 
or a hydrophobing processing article according to dosage forms. 

[0008] The loadings of spherical polymethacrylic acid alkyl ester powder are ten to 50 mass % to the charge whole 
quantity of makeup, and are 1 5 to 30 mass % preferably. If it is this amount, the irregularity of pore or the skin will be 
hidden, and moreover, it gets twisted during spreading, and has a smooth feeling [ be / no ** ] of use. hide pore as it is 
under 10 mass %, and the effectiveness of preparing texture should become inadequate, and be alike during spreading 
above 50 mass % - it becomes easy to produce **. 

[0009] As volatile silicon oil used for this invention, decamethyl cyclopentasiloxane, a dodeca methyl cyclohexa 
siloxane, etc. are raised, and 10-50 mass % of loadings is desirable. Mileage becomes it heavy that it is below 10 mass 
%, and it becomes the workmanship which lacked in smoothness, ** was gently lost as it is more than 50 mass %, and 
lacked in a feeling of a fit. 

[0010] Moreover, it is possible to blend macromolecules other than water, powder, oil, a wax, a surfactant, lower 
alcohol, polyhydric alcohol, a moisturizer, antiseptics, and the coating, an antioxidant, an ultraviolet-rays defense agent, 
perfume, various drugs, etc. with the charge of oily makeup of this invention in the qualitative and quantitative range 
which does not spoil the expected effectiveness of this invention if needed in addition to the above-mentioned 
component. 

[001 1] The powder usually used in the charge of makeup as powder in which it is blended with this invention and deals 
can be mentioned. For example, talc, a kaolin, a mica, sericite (sericite), a muscovite, A biotite, phlogopite, synthetic 
mica, a par MIKYU light, a magnesium carbonate, A calcium carbonate, an aluminum silicate, silicic-acid barium, a 
calcium silicate, A magnesium silicate, a tungstic-acid metal salt, magnesium, a silica, A zeolite, a barium sulfate, a 
baking calcium sulfate, calcined gypsum, calcium phosphate, a fluorine apatite, hydroxyapatite, ceramic powder, and 
metallic soap (myristic-acid zinc --) Inorganic powder, such as palmitic-acid calcium and aluminum stearate, Polyamide 
resin powder, polyethylene powder, the poly methyl silsesquioxane powder, Bridge formation mold silicone resin 
powder, polystyrene powder, styrene-acrylic-acid copolymer-resin powder, Benzoguanamine resin powder, 
polytetrafluoroethylene powder, cellulose powder, Inorganic white system pigments, such as a titanium dioxide and a 
zinc oxide, ferrous oxide (red ocher), Inorganic brown system pigments, such as inorganic red system pigments, such as 
titanic-acid iron, and gamma-iron oxide; A yellow iron oxide, Inorganic black system pigments, such as inorganic 
yellow system pigments, such as ocher, black ferrous oxide, carbon, and low hypo — ic acid-ized titanium, Inorganic 
purple system pigments, such as mango violet and cobalt violet, chrome oxide, Inorganic blue system pigments, such as 
inorganic green system pigments, such as chromium hydroxide and titanic-acid cobalt, ultramarine blue, and Berlin 
blue, A titanium oxide covering mica, titanium oxide covering bismuth oxychloride, titanium oxide covering talc, Pearl 
pigments, such as a coloring titanium oxide covering mica, bismuth oxychloride, and a scales foil, Metal powder 
pigments, such as aluminum powder and kappa powder, red No. 202, Red No. 205, red No. 220, red No. 228, red No. 
405, orange No. 203, Organic pigments, such as orange No. 204, yellow No. 205, yellow No. 401, and blue No. 404; 
Red No. 3, Natural coloring matter, such as organic pigments, such as zirconiums, such as red No. 104, red No. 227, red 
No. 401, orange No. 205, yellow No. 4, yellow No. 202, green No. 3, and blue No. 1, barium, and an aluminium lake, 
chlorophyll, and beta carotene, is mentioned. 

[0012] The oil usually used in the charge of makeup as oil which may be blended with the charge of oily makeup of this 
invention can be mentioned. As liquid fats and oils, for example, as; solid-state fats and oils, such as an avocado oil, 
camellia oil, a macadamia-nuts oil, a mink oil, olive oil, castor oil, jojoba oil, triglycerol, and glyceryl trioctanoate Palm 
oil, hardening palm oil, palm oil, beef tallow, mutton tallow, Japan wax, hydrogenated castor oil, etc.; as a low As a 
hydrocarbon yellow bees wax, a candelilla low, a cull navarho, IBOTAROU, spermaceti wax, lanolin, reduction lanolin, 
etc. A liquid paraffin, squalane, paraffin, a ceresin, vaseline, squalene, a micro crystallin wax, etc.; as a higher fatty acid 
A lauric acid, a myristic acid, a palmitic acid, stearin acid, behenic acid, oleic acid, 12-hydroxy stearin acid, isostearic 
acid, linolic acid, the Reno Laing acid, etc.; as higher alcohol Lauryl alcohol, cetyl alcohol, stearyl alcohol, behenyl 
alcohol, Oleyl alcohol, the mono-stearyl glycerol ether, the mono-palmityl glycerol ether, cholesterol, a phytosterol, 
isostearyl alcohol, etc.; as ester oil Myristic-acid isopropyl, octanoic-acid cetyl, myristic-acid octyldodecyl, Butyl 
stearate, oleic acid DESHIRU, JIOKUTAN acid ethylene glycol, The malic-acid following isostearyl, Tori octanoic- 
acid trimethylol propane, Tori isostearic acid trimethylol propane, tetra-octanoic-acid pentaerythritoi, glyceryl 
trioctanoate, a Tori isostearic acid glycerol, ethyl acetate, butyl acetate, amyl acetate, etc.; as silicone Although silicone 
resin, silicone rubber, etc. which form dimethylpolysiloxane, a methylphenyl polysiloxane, methil hydrogen 
polysiloxane, octamethylcyclotetrasiloxane, and the three-dimension network structure are mentioned, it is not limited 
to the above-mentioned oil. Moreover, these oil can choose and use one sort or two sorts or more for arbitration in the 
charge of oily makeup of this invention. 
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[0013] As a surface active agent in which it is blended with this invention and deals, propylene glycol fatty acid ester, 
such as glycerol polyglycerin fatty acids, such as sorbitan fatty acid esters, such as sorbitan monoisostearate and 
sorbitan sesquioleate, and glyceryl monostearate, and monostearin acid propylene glycol, a hydrogenated-castor-oil 
derivative, glycerol alkyl ether, etc. are mentioned as an oleophilic non-ion system surface active agent, for example. As 
a non-[ hydrophilic ] ion system surface active agent, for example, POE sorbitan fatty acid esters, such as POE sorbitan 
monostearate POE sorbitol fatty acid ester, such as POE sorbitol monooleate, POE glycerine fatty acid esters, such as 
POE-glycerin monoisostearate POE alkyl ether, such as POE stearyl ether and the POE cholestanol ether, The POE 
alkylphenyl ether, such as the POE nonylphenyl ether, PURUARO nick molds, such as Pluronic, POE and 
polyoxypropylene POE-POP alkyl ether, such as the cetyl ether, (It abbreviates to POP hereafter) Tetra-POE and tetra- 
POP ethylenediamine condensation products, such as a TETORO nick, POE castor oil hydrogenated-castor-oil 
derivatives, such as POE castor oil and POE hydrogenated castor oil, A POE yellow-bees-wax lanolin derivative, an 
alkanol amide, POE propylene glycol fatty acid ester, Although POE alkylamine, a POE fatty-acid amide, sucrose fatty 
acid ester, a POE nonylphenyl formaldehyde condensate, alkyl ethoxy dimethylamine oxide, a trio rail phosphoric acid, 
etc. are mentioned, it is not limited to the above-mentioned surfactant. Moreover, these surfactants can choose and blend 
one sort or two sorts or more with arbitration in the charge of oily makeup of this invention. Moreover, as an ultraviolet 
ray absorbent which can be blended with this invention, octyl methoxycinnamate, 4-tert-butyl-4 f -methoxy- 
dibenzoylmethane, octyl triazon, a particle titanium dioxide, a particle zinc oxide, etc. are mentioned, for example. 
[0014] The charge of oily makeup of this invention takes gestalten, such as the shape of the shape of the shape of a 
cream, and an inside pan type solid, and a stick.

[Example] Next, an example is given and this invention is explained still more concretely. In addition, this invention is 
not limited only to these examples. As long as there is no notice, mass % shows especially loadings.

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[0017] After heating mixing, 1 1-15 are added and DISUPA distribution of 6-10 which are shown in the <process> table 
1 , and 16 and 1 7 is carried out. TK mill processing made from the formation of a special opportunity of this thing is 
carried out, and it heats at 85 degrees C. 1-3 which carried out heating mixing, and 4 and 5 are beforehand added to 
homogeneity at this, and it deaerates after mixing. After filling up a predetermined stick container, it quenched and cast 
by 5 degrees C. 

[0018] Organic-functions evaluation of the sample shown in the <effectiveness> table 1 was carried out by the real use 
trial by the female special panel (ten persons), the usability by real use trial - under pore, a wrinkling, the texture hiding 
effectiveness, and spreading - getting twisted — the feeling of transparence of workmanship, smoothness, and a feeling 
of a fit to the skin — the criteria of Table 2 estimated ** gently. The result is shown in Table 3.

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wrinkling, and texture, without spoiling a feeling of bare skin, and a feeling of transparence, and can raise the lightness 
of the whole skin, can prevent the dullness of the skin, is still smoother and offers the charge of oily makeup which is 
excellent in usability.
